"We treated 15,000 patients in our 
1st) pmumonia-control stations 
last 
year," Dr Stahle said, "and found that 
a majority of the cases could be eu»,,v<l 
by chemo-therapeutic agents.” 
Tin* physician explained that Penn­ 
sylvania uses two methods in curing 
the disease: 
serum, dependable, but 
very expensive and used only wher­ 
ever 
necessary; 
the 
other 
method, 
comparatively new, calls for the use 
of either sulfnpyiadine 
or sulfnthia- 
Zole. 
"We try to determine in each case 
whether the patient will respond to 
the drugs.” he said, "and if he will, we 
confine our treatment to that rather 
than administer the serum.” 
Dr. Stahle explained that in some 
eases it is necessary to use both types 
in curing the patient. Rest, fresh air 
and wholesome food are also prime 
re finishes, he explained. 
“You can’t prevent the disease,” he 
added, "so the next best thing is to give 
the patient the proper care and treat­ 
ment so as to cure it. Proper medical 
attention is mandatory.” 
Dr. Stable disclosed that numerous 
other states, including New York, Illi­ 
nois, Tennessee and Texas, have adopt­ 
ed a pneumonia control program sim i­ 
lar lo the one used in Pennsylvania, 
lh* sa id that medical examiners from 
various states have either written to 
Ii is department or viewed at first hand 
tin* work being carried on in this state.
